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Ottawa, May 9th— Since the return 
of the Prime Minister from his shor’ 
vacation in the South, cabinet meet- 
ings are being held to complete the 
legislative program which the govern- 
ment will introduce in the coming 
session. There are other questions in 
regard to Parliament which have to be 
settled. One for example is— who wil! 
be the next speakers of the Commons 
and Senate? Will the same two rema'n 
for the first session at least, Mr Pierre 
asgrain (recently made a Privy Coun- 
cillor) in the Commons and Mr Fos‘er 
in the Senate? These are matters cf 
parliamentary organization, and are 
decided at the beginning of each n-w 
parianent. The portfolio of Secretary 
of State left vacant by the death o° 
Hen, Fernand Rinfret, will probablv 
be filled before parliament opens and 
the suggestion is advanced that Col. 
Vien, member for Outremont may be 
selected. Mr MacKenzie King, again at 
his office in the East Block of the 
Parliament Building seems rested and 
refreshed in body and spirit by his 
visit to Virginia. Mr Lapointe, Minis- 
ter of Justice, is still confined to hos- 
pital here, but his condition is not at 
all serious and when Parliament meets 
he will again be at the side of his 
thief in the front row of the Commons. 
He has been a member since 1904, 
that is fer 36 years, and this Session 
his son, Hugues Lapointe, elected for 
Lotbiniere in the last election, will al- 
ro take his place on the floor of the 
House. Dr Manion, Conservative lead- 
er, will not be in Parliament as he has 
no seat but teh belief grows that he 
will not resign the leadership, and will 
contest some seat, possibly Carleton 
County, after the Session. Mr Her- 
ridge, leader of New Democracy, will 
also be absent from the house, as he 
too was defeated in the last election, 
but he insists that he has “just begun 
to fight”, and will continue to advocate 
national service with all the power at 
his command as the only salvation for 
the country in this emergency.

War Will Dominate 
Parliamentary Diecussion— 

War will dominate the proceedings 
of this Session, whether the Session fa 
long or short. The Norwegian cam- 
paign affording proof of how formid- 
able the enemy of, the allies really is, 
will add to the seriousness of pariia- 
mentary discussions, whilh will cover 
the whole range of Canada's military 
and economic contribution to the 
cause, There will be matters of domes- 
tic concern before the House, unem- 
ployment insurance and thereport on 
Dominion-Provincial Relations for @z- 
ample, but the conservation of the 
country’s financial resources to ensure 
the most effective prosecution of the 
war will be a matter of major concern. 
Undoubtedly to the full extent that the 
public interest will sanction, the econ- 
omic effort with the difficulties under 
which trade labors under war condi- 
tions, will be explained and discussed. 
Mr Rogers, Minister of National De- 
fence, will be back from the war cen- 
tre in Europe and ‘his explanation of 
the way this country can make its 
most effective contribution to the co 
operative effort of the allies will be 
followed with the keenest interest.

Regulations Affecting 
Foreign Exchange— 

A measure has been taken by the 
Finance Department to help in the con- 
solidation of the country’s financial 
front. By an order-in-council the gold 
and foreign exchange reserves of the 
Bank of Canada have been transferred 
to the exchange fund under the control 
of the Foreign Exchange ~ Control 
Board, With certain exemptions, all 
foreign exchange holdings of residents 
of Canada must be sold to the gov- 
ernment before the end of the current 
month, The rate at which the purchase 
will be made will be the official rate 
of May first. Similar action to that 
now taken by the Canadian govern- 
ment was put into effect in Britain at 
the opening of the war. It is obvious 
that with the growing demands of war, 
{t is most important to conserve all 
available resorces of foreign exchange. 
Purchases of war materials have to be 
made in foreign contries. Canada has 
to buy much raw material as well as 
finished products from the United 
States. The new set up will aid in 
maintaining the velue of the Canadian 
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dollar, Sometimes flurries in value 
might occurr through ignorance and 
resultant momentary panic. The exist- 
ence of the large reserves of gold and 
foreign exchange wil! heip e 
this,

The impnrtanc 
inechanized transport Las ween .ircs 
shown in this war aca it a mc | 
gratifying to learn that Canada’s ».1 
wheel drive tractors are urexceil 
the world. It is said these tractors cau 
be supplied by Canada to Australia and 
India. Soon 7,000 units will be cum- 
plete in this country. 

In spite of the persistent rumors 
that have cropped up that Canadians 
have been in the Norwegian campaign, 
there seems to be no truth whatever 
in the report that any Canadian unit 
has been in Norway. The authorities 
have explicitly denied the truth of 
these rumors,

The World’s Greatest Invention 


Five hundred years ago, the inhab- 
itants of the town of Strasbourg, Ger- 
Many probably had no idea that from 
that town would come what is handed 
down to us as the greatest invention 


of modern times, and probably the 


most far-reaching of all time, that of 
printing, with all its endless implica- 
tions. For that matter, after they bad 
seen the invention, they probably had 
little idea of its possibilities, and the 
uses and adaptations which would be 
found for it. 

The fortieth year of each century, 
however, has been set aside by the 
graphic arts in which to give recogni- 
tion to Johannes Gutenberg, the man 
to whom we attribute the invention of 
printing from movable types. The 
word “attribute” is used advisadly; 
facts are something that are few and 
far between in the story of the life of 
Gutenberg or of the development of 
typesmovable, and the best we have 
to go on are strong suppositions and 
probabilities, 

“Did Gutenberg wear a 
asks Paper on Parade, and the 
tion is not light or irrelevant, but 
most indicative of the answer we may 
expect to all questions concerning 
him, Most modern day pictures, in- 
deed, show him carrying a_ well-culti- 
vated, and much-cared-for one 
which might have been the pride and 
joy of any respeciable citizen; and 
yet it is probable that Gutenberg was 
clean-shaven. He belonged to the Rhen- 
ish aristocracy, who, during the fif- 
teenth century, went beardless. It is 
reasonable, therefore, to suppse that 
he likewise, attained this majestic 
growth sometime after his death, and 
in the mind of some imaginative art- 
ist. 

In order to give credit where it 
due, we must also mention that prin- 
ting from movable types had been done 
long before the fifteenth century in 
China, but the invention did not take 
root there, and spread nothing, so that 
it had no influence on the world at 
large, as did Gutenberg’s 

Great men all through the centuries 
since, have recognized the importance 
of this invention, and have given it 
much credit, It is so common in these 
days that we scarce stop to think of it, 
but still... Hugo looked upon it as 
“the greatest event of history” r 
Carlyle claimed that “he who first 
shortened the labor of copyists by de- 
vice of Movable Types was disbanding 
hired armies and = cashiering most 
Kings and Senates and creating a 
whole new Democratic world. He bad 
invented the Art of Printing.” 

Gutenberg was the son of Freile zum 
Gensfleisch and his wife Elsgen Wyr- 
ich zu Gutenberg. According to the 
custom then prevailing, he his 
mother’s name, but there are many in- 
stances where he _ called himself 
Johann Gensfleisch. The Gensfleisch 
were an influential family in Mainz, 
one of the those who controlled the 
Mint of the City. But there was trou- 
ble with the tradesmen’s guilds, and 
Johann left Mainz and moved to 
Strasbourg, where he set up as a metal 
worker. He was a skilled hand, and al- 
80 a man of wealth, and he soon began 
to turn both to the discovery of some 
method of printing from typographic

metal. Wood cuts, of course, were in 


some considerable use at this time, but 
chiefly for decoration and illustration. 


He had this to work on, but his in- 


vention was to be founded far more on 
his knowledge of metal than on the 
established principles of wood-printing. 

in Strasbourg he established con- 
nections with goldsmiths merely for 
the purchase of metal and shop facilit- 
ies, hired apprentices, form a partner- 
ship with a group of men of consider- 
able means, and gave as the purpose of 
the venture, the manufacture of arti- 
cles to be decorated with precious 
stones, From almost the first, he left 
their manufacture to the apprentices 
he had hired, and himself engaged al- 
most exclusively in his experiments. 
F.r some time, he managed to keep 
these secret, but finally had to allow 
his partners in on his activities. They 
became wildly enthusiastic, and raised 
several hundreds of gilders even mort- 
gaging their properties, and in some 
cases their inheritances, The partner- 
ship was a business like, well conduct- 
ed affair, but like many others, had 
troubles. The first tools and press ot 
stored in Andrew _ Dritz- 
ebn’s home, and his brothers, feeling 
that here was something of unusual 
Yalue, though not knowing what it 
might be, indulged in a little thievery. 
A lawsuit cropped up when one of the 
partners died, and his brother demand- 
ed that he be allowed to take his bro- 
ther’s place, 

Gutenberg, at his ex 
periments, and made the first attempts 
at printing, with constant experiment 
and constant improvement. Gutenberg, 
like many other geniuses, considered 
only the furthering of his discovery; 
his partners, like many other partners 
considered only the production of work, 
and the resultant income. 

Somewhere between 1444 and 1448, 
produced a book of seventy-four 
The book from which comes the 
world-famous “Fragment of the World 
Judgment” the fragment which is 
today recognized as the earliest piece 
of printing now extant done from mov- 
able types. 

Douglas MeMurtrie says of this frag- 
ment, ‘The greatest honour we can at- 
tribute to the name of Gutenberg is to 
say that he produced that seventy-four

The Order does not require the sale of any foreign securities. 


The Order does not affect any foreign currency, deposit or securities 
of any non-resident of Canada and for greater certainty the Order ex- 
pressly declares that a non-resident visiting Canada for business or pleas- 


ure for a period or periods not exceeding ‘six months 


to be a non-resident for the purposes of the Ordcr unless such person 
enters or has entered Canada with the intention of becoming a permanent 


resident. 


No resident is required to sell any foreign currency if he satisfies 
the Foreign Exchange Control Board that he held such foreign currency 
on May Ist, 1940, solely as trustee or agent for a non-resident and that 
the non-resident’s interest therein had not been acquired from a resident 
since September 15th, 1989, except in a manner approved by the Board.
